Itis, however, much more grate- 
ful to our feelings to point out beauties thin Gefects, therefore we 
refer with pleasure to his first interview with the Ghost, where 
his surprise xed terror at its appearance, and his impre-sive action, 
and pathetic manner of addressing it, deserve high commenda- 
tion. His acting inthe play-scerc was judicious, bold, and v‘gor- 
ous; theeager watchiulsess with wh'ch be regarded the Kieg, 
and bis exultation at the feiit of the conscience stricken mur- 
derer, was fively conceived, and os firely executed; both the 
closet scene with his mother, and the greet rcere with Ophelia, 
were beau‘ifull acted, aud his death was highly original and im’. 
pressive. Wo onght not to om:t praissng bis fenciog, which was 
remarkably thilful end graceful. The sew Pantomime followed
